EGMA liO 865, 5 March 1959 


1. In EGMA h0 865 we reporter an instance where iiunich police refused tc 
grant an entry visa to a Stateless candidate for TPFf-ELPiC employment. This 
refusal was followed up by a visit to the German Foreigners Police Office. 

Oliver S. Bullockus vrae one of two TPFF.ELPJG officials who visited the police 
and he has recorded the results of his meeting in a memorandum dated ? March 
1959 addressed to RRQP.OLOGY. 

2. The German Foreigners Police reiterated that in the future all State- 
less persons who hold travel documents of countries other than Germany without 
being citizens of such countries will henceforth be restricted from entry into 
Cermany for the purpose of taking employment with TPFEELItJQ - and oy implica- 
tion with P8CH0RF. The Foreigners Police said that their office was respon- 
sible for this ruling and that they would continue to operate in this marine ** 
until a provisi n is included in Cerman Federal law which will permit German 
authorities to expel Stateless oersons as described in paragraph two of the 
memo cited above whenever these people insist on remaining here after their 
period of employment has ended. The Foreigners Police officials a tided that they 
are submitting a report of this situation to the Vest G exman Federal Ministry 
of the Interior in the hope that measures will be taken to amend the law in 
such a manner that legal authority will be granted to compel . Stateless per- 
sons to leave t^e Vest German Republic when their term of employment with 

such organizations as TrFEELINO and FBGHOFX has been completed. 

3. note that Bullockus comments in his memorandum to R "DHOLOC Y that 
further cueries in this matter will oe addressed to CAVIRIL. We shall keep 
Headouartcrs informed of developments.
